For sever- 
al days armed hands of robbers have 
gone about Canton looting shops and 
houses. 


Today twenty-five ruffians, bristling

Another baud of seven rob- 
bers ventured into the market place 
and plundered two of the most promi- 
nent shops before the

panic stricken onlookers. 
They

cured several 
hundred dollars 
and 


walked cooly off. 
The 
local police 


watched the spectacle helplessly. 


Police fighting continues on

side. Many were killed and wounded 
in the escapades including a score of 
innocent people. Stern measures are 
being adopted by the government to 
repress this outlawery 
One permits 


the flogging of the offenders. 


Teheran, Persia, Dec. 1.—The na- 


tional council today rejected the Rus- 
sian ultimatum by a big majority. 
The foreign minister immediately re- 
signed. 
The ultimatum called for 


the instant dismissal of W. Morgan 
Sinister, the American treasurer-gen- 
eral, and a heavy cash indemnity to 
cover the costs of the dispatch of 
Russian troops to Persia. 


A speaker of the council declared 


it was impossible for Persia to sign 
away her independence and that if 
Russia should wrest it from her it 
was God's will. Before the vote was 
taken a deputation waited on Shus- 
ter who begged them to consider only 
the best interests of the country in 
any action they might take. 


Just a quarter of an "hour before 


the ultimatum,' expired the council 
declared against it. In the meantime 
immense crowas had gathered out- 
side the parliament house awaiting 
the verdict.

to show that it is not simply an ii n- 
tant to the eyes, nose and throat, but 
a serious carrier of infection by inhal- 
ation and swallowing; that the pns- 
pioducing germs, so abundant in such 
dust, may and do infect and produce 
purulent conjectivitis, boils and car- 
buncles, and the graver purulent •'•u- 
tarrhs of the nasal, faucial and bion- 
chial tissues. 


"That most of 
the communicable 


diseases of the respiratory tract are 
produced and transmitted by dust is 
doubtless true. 
For years we have 


had before us the deadly relation of 
the dust evil to tuberculosis. 
Were 


that the only danser. surely the awful 
pie\alence and mortality rate of the 
'great white pligue' would alone justi- 
fy the fight for street cleanliness ant' 
a declaration of independence against 
dust distributers. But when one adds 
to this 
the 
host of other dustborne 


diseases, catarrhal. 
tonsillar. 
bron- 


chial, influenzil. pneumonic rheumat- 
ic, cutaneous the 
need 
for 
efficient 


public service 111 remedying and

moving the evil becomes intensely im-
